Thoroughly drenched after a 
night of rainfall that broveht pre- 
cipitation figures up to new storm 
records et many points, Southern 
California awoke yesterday to 
clearing skies and a promise that 
the rain is over for the present. 
Although the weather forecast is 
for cloudy skies today, no more 
rain is forecast for the next twen- 
ty-four hours. 

Angeles experienced the 
heaviest fall since the winter of 
1921-22, according to figures com- 
plied by Col. H. B. Hersey of the 
Weather Bureau. The precipita- 
tion here was 1.99 inches, raising 
the season's total to 3.323. Last 
season at this time it was 1.77. 
Normal is 2.44 inches. The storm 
began at 6:30 p.m., Tuesday and 
continued intermittently until 7:55 
a.m, yesterday, according to the 
Weather Bureau.

tax has been paid. 

Another action taken was to re-

OF WOMEN BUSY 
Washington Unit Publishes 
Army Pamphlet 
Operations of Government 
Bureaus Explained 


League Organized in 1921 
Has Fifty Chapters

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The 
Washington Unit of the Women's 
Overseas Service League has re- 
cently published the first of a 
series of pamphiets it plans to is- 
sue. This first is entitled “Do You 
Know These Facts Concerning the 
United States Army?” It is is- 
sued as an ald to persons wishing 
to familiarize themselves with the 
activities of the Army and what 
its various branches are doing for 
the benefit of the country. 

The president of the Washington 
Unit says that the idea of publish- 
ing a series of pamphiets contain- 
ing information concerning the 
work of the individual branches of 
the Federal government was the 
result of the realization that so 
many people were laboring under 
a misapprehension of just what the 
government does for the citizen. 

As she puts it, “It is amazing the 
number of intelligent, even brilli- 
ant, women who know practically 
nothing of how the government 
functions.” She, therefore, felt 
that it was the patriotic duty of 
the unit to answer accurately the 
many questiong asked and to re- 
fute the many mis-statements 
which have been made regarding 
the government. 


LEAGUE FORMED 

The Women's Overseas * 
League is composed of women who 
during the ‘World War served over- 
seas in various capacities. At the 
close of the war these women 
gradually returned home and 
naturally felt a strong comrade- 
ship for those who had also seen 
overseas service. They desired to 

rpetuate this comradeship which 

d been formed upon similar ex- 
periences, and also they desired to 
find some outlet for the capacity 
and eagerness for service which 
was developed overseas. Conse- 
quently the League was organized 
in 1921, and has since become na- 
tion-wide, fifty 


units. 

Eligibility for membership con- 
sists in having served the cause 
of the Allies overseas between Au- 
gust 1, 1914 and January 1, 1920, 
either individually or through the 
medium of some organization. The 
membership is composed of nurses, 
physicians, social workers, enter- 
tainers, dietitians, librarians, 
chauffeurs, nurses’ alds, reporters, 
canteen and hut workers, and 
many others. 

These members represent such 
organizations as the Army, the 
Red Cross of this and other 
countries, Y.M.C.A., the National 
Catholic Welfare Council, Society 
of Friends, Jewish Welfare Board, 
Knights of Columbus, and the Sal- 
vation Army. They served in 
many sections, some in France, 
others in Belgium, England, Ser- 
bia, Russia, Italy, and the Balkans. 

Many of the women in this 
League have been decorated by 
foreign governments for their aid 
to the civilian population which 
suffered so extremely from the hor- 
rors of war. There are also those 
who received decorations for brav- 
ery displayed under enemy fire.

dered yesterday by City Attorney Stephens.

The opinion, in brief, states that 


the Counci! may enact valid legis- 
lation permitting a departure from 
the general prohibition if it deems 
fit. 


The paragraph containing the 
subject matter of the report is as 
follows: 

“Tt is, therefore, my opinion that 
if your Honorable Body determines 
that the proper safe-guarding of 
the public peace, health, safety or 
morals requires the prohibition of 
public dancing on Sunday, but that 
the necessities of the situation do 
not require complete prohibition 
and will be met by something less, 
and if, in tha“ connection, you de- 
termine that the exemption of a 
limited amusement center at the 
seashore within the former city of 
Venice is a justifiable departure 
from such general prohibition, then 
such Kemptiog its valid and whl 
be sustained by the courts.” 

The opinion was asked of City 
Attorney Stephens by the Council 
following the request of the Venice 
Amusement Menus Association for 
an amusement zone.

Deep Water 
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ALE, RODEO! 

Under the new regulations of the Hu- 
mane Treatment of Animals Department of 
the city government, it seems likely that 
Los Angeles will have to say farewell to 
the rodeo, a relic of the days when consid- 
erably more of Southern California was 
range than anything else. The regulations 
restrict the exhibition that may be given 
between such narrow boundaries that its 
value, from a spectator’s standpoint, wil! 
be about nil. 

With some regrets that any link with Los 
Angeles’ colorful past should be broken, it 
must be confessed that the change is prob 
ably a good one. This is no longer range 
country, and the rodeo itself has changed 
with the times. A rodeo with genuinely 
unbroken horses and really wild cattle is 
one thing, and a rodeo with mere simula- 
tion of these conditions. something quite 
else, After the same cattle and the same 
horses have gone through the mill several 
times, they know what to expect, and must 
be pardoned for lack of enthusiasm. It 
would be euphemism to term the efforts 
that are made to arouse their fighting 
spirit anything less than sheer cruelty. 

The rodeo on the range is a school for 
cowpunchers and horsemen, in which they 
may learn really valuable tricks of the 
trade. A rodeo in the city is an exhibition 


organization of the working force became 
necessary. A consolidation of divisions in 
Washington, the retirement of superfluous 
employees and the discarding of useless fur- 
niture during the past fiscal year resulted in 
a more closely knit organization and expe 
dited the service. 

The saving effected by the reorganization 
of the General Land Office, the consolida- 
tion of local land offices and the discontinu- 
ance of the offices of surveyors-general 
amounts to over $600,000 annually.

Secretary Work condemns the mis- 
taken policy which has led to the loss and 
recommends a safer course of action. 

All im all, the report is a valuable and 
highly interesting one and is bound to be 
approved by taxpayers because of the wise 
economy it so elearly indicates.

FFICIENT SERVICE : 

Economy is the keynote of the annual 
report of Hubert Work, Secretary of the In- 
terior, just issued from his office at Wash- 
ington. The Secretary calls attention to 
the savings accomplished by the reorganiza- 
tion of the bureaus in his department, which 
for the two-year period from July 1, 1923, 
te June 30, 1925, amounted to $8$2,635,930.38. 
His efficient management of affairs has re- 
sulted in largely reduced appropriations, 
those for 1925 being over $30,000,000 less 
than for 1924. There was an unexpended 
balance of $25,732,000 turned back to the 
Treasury from appropriations for 1924 and 
another unexpended balance of $9,820,000 
returned from appropriations for 1925. 

The department is operating with 2000 
less permanent employees than in 1923, this 
reduction making an average annual wage 
saving of $3,700,000, although salaries in all 
ite bureaus were increased by $1,850,000 by 
the Reclassification Act. Few actual dis- 
missals occurred, the reduction of forces 
being largely effected by not filling vacan- 
cies and by reassignment of duties. 

By executive order the Bureau of Mines, 
the Patent Office and the Mineral Resources 
Division of the Geological Survey were 
transferred from the Department of the In- 
terior to the Department of Commerce dur- 
ing the past fiscal year. The purpose of 
the shifting of the bureaus was to eliminate 
the overlapping of functions and discon- 
tinue unnecessary expense. 


There is a paragraph in the report which 
will be rather dismaying to those who are 
looking for free farms on government land. 
It concludes with these two uncompromis- 
ing sentences: 

The fertile lands have now passed in- 
to private ownership. The public land 
remaining after years of intensive home 
steading may be regarded as valueless 
for agriculture.

MANTELL ART RARE 
IN SHYLOCK ROLE 


With Contrasts in Her 1 
Portia Portrayal 


Robert Mantell proves the real- 
iam of his art in his portrayal of 
Shylock in “The Merchant of Ven- 
ice.” It ts a redoubtable thrill 


to see him in this Shakespesrean 
Grama, which was an attraction 
Tuesday night at the Biltmore 
Theater, and was also preéviousiy 
given before a large audience Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

The veteran Shakespearean artist 
pres uted the role of Shylock in a 
reali:tic fashion. His superb char- 
acterization of the cynical Jew was 
equally matched with the artistic 
suspense of Portia’s literal inter- 
pretation. The blood-thirsty de- 
sire for vengeance was offset in 
the calm manner in which Miss 
Hamper thwarted the evil design 
of the money lender, so cleverly 
that it became a question of taste 
where laurels should go. 

Whether, driven on by the basest 
of all passions, hate, avarice and 


Shylock, or whether 
he draws blood from his own heart 
as a sacrifice to “la grande pas- 
sion” in Othello, the actor in 
Mantell makes him forget all ob- 
stacles of age and injury. He ‘lets 
71 take hold ot an 
m y to his audience 
into the world “in “which Shake- 
}Speare lived and mover and had 
his being. Thus he becomes a liv- 
ing example of the lines which 
he quotes: 
“For affection, 


Mistress of passion, sways 
the mood * * 
Of what it likes or loeathes 


Mantells muse 8 his affection 
for his art and at her behest he 
lives the life of a mer, a lover or 
a canéidate to the throne, car- 
Tied by avarice, love or ambition 


as the t demands. He ani- 
mates characters 
with the full measure of their 
limitations, even to the extremes. 


Watching the development of 
the ensnaring wiles of Shylock one 
ie tempted to ask “did Shake- 
speare make Mantel] or did Man- 
tell unfold the beauties of Shake- 
speare?” The glory of the im- 
mortal poet and dramatist is in- 
terwoven with the halo of the ac- 
tor. The one is the supplement 
of the other. 

Mantell, at his best in Shylock. 
makes the audience come to the 
decision that the honors must be 
divided. For the casual reader 
and even the analyst, omits in his 
visualization such passages as the 
epirit of the law which changes 
the value of the bond to a Ha- 
bility, making Shylock ask: “Is 
it so nominated in the bond?” 
Mantell's interpretation makes the 
audience hold its breath 

Another study of contrasts is 
brought out “al fresco in Portia. 
Genevieve Hamper keeps her sweet 
self-com posure as a lottery victim 
of the three chests in which she is 
the object of fate, and in the char- 
acter of the doctor of law who 
holds in her hand the dispensa- 
tion of salvation for Antonio and 
the undoing of Shylock. 

Her clear enunciation, timely 
emphasis and natural presentation 
rob Shakespeare cf many irrele- 
vancies, which the casual reader 
passes over and the close student 
rereads. Her thorough under- 
play makes the 
lines speak for themselves in her
